The Response to Restriction Requirement dated 05/03/06 electing Group I, claims 1-20 and 27 directed is NON-RESPONSIVE. In 
this respect, it is noted that applicant did not make an election of species. Accordingly, claims 1-20 and 27 are drawn to the elected 
invention but the election of species presenting only claims readable on and/or drawn to any of the mutually exclusive species 
indicated in the restriction requirement of 04/1 1/06 (item 5) has not been made. That is to say, applicants failed to address the election 
of species requirement. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
